COLUMBUS, Dec. 6 — State 
associations of county auditors 
and treasurers united forces today 
on a proposed legislative program 
vitally affecting property owners 
which is to be submitted to the 
General Assembly In January. 
Headed by a suggestion to re­ 
peal the 10-payment plan for real 
estate taxes, a program embrac­ 
ing more than 40 amendments and 
new* bills was approved by the two 
organizations at annual sessions 
in Columbus. 
Tile plan also is 
expected to be backed by the 
State Association of County Com­ 
missioners. 
Members of both groups con­ 
tended that the Installment meth­ 
od of collecting taxes was prov­ 
ing too costly to county govern­ 
ments. 
Under the proposal, col­ 
lections would be made twice a 
year on dates to be specified 
later. 
Committee To Work 
A legislative committee was to 
go to work immediately to draft 
legislation covering the proposals, 
which included such 
important 
suggestions as follows: 
To assess all personal property 
a t IOO percent of its value, 
To repeal the mass advertising 
law on delinquent taxes. 
To substitute a continuous as­ 
sessment appraisal system for the 
present six-year method. 
To restrict the Board of Tax­ 
ation or the county auditor from 
making 
assessments 
for 
prior 
years. 
To assess all public utility land 
on a uniform basis with other 
lands. 
To prohibit allowance of animal 
claims unless the animals are list­ 
ed for taxation. 
Other proposals affecting ad­ 
ministration 
of 
the 
offices 
of 
county officials 
also 
were 
in­ 
cluded. 
The two groups, however, de­ 
clined to approve a proposal that 
would extend the term of a coun­ 
ty commissioner from four to six 
years. 
The associations agreed to con­ 
tinue their efforts to obtain addi­ 
tional funds from tile state gov­ 
ernment despite a warning bj' 
Governor Bricker that he was op­ 
posed to tampering with present 
tax laws. 
Both groups agreed to press 
state officials and the legislature 
for an increase In the amount of 
sales tax revenues allocated to the 
88 counties. 
Reimbursement Sought 
In addition, the local officials 
planned 
to seek legislation 
to 
force the state to reimburse coun­ 
ties In full for the care and main­ 
tenance of probated mental cases 
bio long as facilities and proper 
care intended to be supplied by 
the state are inadequate or en­ 
tirely lacking. 
Legislative observers expressed 
the opinion that if the entire pro­ 
gram were submitted and consid­ 
ered, it would preclude the possi­ 
bility of a short session of the 
94th Assembly.

The cause of tuberculosis is a 
germ which we can see under the 
microscope, culture in test tubes, 
arid by inoculating it in animals 
produce every essential feature of 
the disease. It is universally dis­ 
tributed, attacks nearly everyone 
—certainly every city dweller— 
but gains enough 
foothold to 


cause damage only when living 
conditions are substandard, with 
crowding in sleeping quarters, 
poor and insufficient food, and ex­ 
hausting work. Or, when a cer­ 
tain type of body build conduces 
to its successful lodgment and 
development. 
It is spread to children by the 
milk of tuberculous cows, though 
this menace in the United States 
is nearly eliminated. 
By far the most frequent way 
for it to be spread is by human 
contact. A person who has the 
disease in close contact with an­ 
other person, and in the great 
m ajority of cases with a child. 
The danger of one adult infecting 
another is not entirely impossible 
but, in ordinary circumstances, 
remote. 
Contact Infection 


This contact infection is, of 
course, perfectly innocent on the 
part of the infected person, but 
the disease is so insidious in its 
onset, the symptoms arc so eas­ 
ily disregarded, th at most people 
who have it do not know it. There­ 
fore, one of the prime objects of 
the tuberculosis campaign is to 
uncover these carriers in 
the 
population. 
The objects of the campaign 
against tuberculosis for which tim 
help of the public m ust be enlisted 
are: 
Administer the tuberculin test, 
to everyone. Make X-ray plates of 
the chests of all reactors. 
Provide adequate beds in hos­ 
pitals 
or sanitoria 
for active 
cases. Rehabilitate and educate 
all tuberculous persons. 
Support veterinarians in the 
control of the disease in animals.

Circleville postoffice authorities 
have been asked by the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Justice to remind re­ 
sidents of the community that the 
four-month period provided by con­ 
gress for registration and finger­ 
printing of all aliens In the Unit­ 
ed States is nearing its close, De­ 
cember 26 being the deadline for 
registration. 
“With less than a month to go,” 
the notice reads, “we are facing 
the task of registering the last 
800,000 or so non-citizens who are 
(I) still ignorant of the law; (2) 
negligent, or (Si reluctant or un­ 
willing to comply with the law.” | 
A total of 2,800,000 aliens has 
already registered. 
Postoffice officials said Friday 
that only six aliens had registered 
in the local office, and expressed 
belief that others who are non- 
citizens of the United States have 
failed to appear for registration. 
Persons who have not register- J 
ed are warned that severe penal­ 
ties loom for them under the fed­ 
eral law. 
The following rules are set up by 
the Department of Justice: 
(1) All aliens who were in this j 
country as of August 27 must be j 
registered and fingerprinted by 
December 26, or face a $1,000 fine, 
six months in jail, or both.
